Rising land values and 
changes in Government 
policy mean that fewer 
properties are expected to be 
built by housing associations 
in the borough in the next 
two years. 

The Mayor of Hackney, 
Philip Glanville, said: “It’s 
vital that we get all parts of 
the housing market building 
genuinely affordable homes 
for local people if we are to 
make Hackney a place that 
works for everyone. 

“The Council is playing its 
part by building thousands 
of new homes, and I’m 
delighted that housing 
associations are now 
taking up my challenge to 
ensure our borough stays 
somewhere that people of 
different backgrounds and 
incomes call home. 

“ISHA is locally based, 
shares our values and has set 
a fantastic example of how 
working in partnership with 
the Council can deliver the 
social housing that is at the 
heart of all of our work.” 


Stephen Stringer, Chair 
of ISHA, added: “We’re 
delighted to receive such 
significant funding from 
the Mayor of Hackney’s 
Housing Challenge fund. 
This supports us in our 
ambition to meet future 
housing needs.” 

Cash from sales under 
Right to Buy is usually 
reinvested in Council house 
building programmes 
wherever possible. 

But restrictions placed on 
local authorities mean the 
money must be spent within 
three years of a sale and can 
only pay for 30 per cent of a 
new home - leaving councils 
to fund the remainder of 
the cost. Often this makes 
it difficult for councils to 
spend the money, with 


the Government taking 
the surplus. 

To try and ensure this 
money actually benefits 
residents, the Mayor 
of Hackney’s Housing 
Challenge will make this 
money available to housing 
associations to fund homes 
for social rent and living rent 
being delivered by March 
2020, instead of being 
handed to the Government.

M ORE homes for 
social housing 
are being built 
at a Hackney 

Central development thanks 
to a new Council grant. 

Seven properties under 
construction behind St John- 
at-Hackney Church, on 
Lower Clapton Road, which 
were originally earmarked 
for near market rent levels, 
will now be available for a 
much lower social rent. 

This is due to Islington 
and Shoreditch Housing 
Association (ISHA) being 
awarded more than 
£500,000 by the Council 
to support its ambition 
to offer tenants a more 
affordable option. 

The grant is part of 
the £16 million Mayor 
of Hackney’s Housing 
Challenge fund - money 
from Council homes sold 
under the Government’s 
Right to Buy scheme - 
which is granted to housing 
associations to help them 
build more homes for social 
or living rent. 

The homes that will be 
managed by the housing 
association are part of a 
wider project by developer 
Thornsett to provide a new 
community centre and help 
fund the restoration of the 
Grade IP 1 '-listed church.

Help the Windrush generation, 
Mayor urges Home Secretary 

MAYOR Philip Glanville has called on 
the new Home Secretary to undo 
immigration policies which have 
led to the borough’s ‘Windrush 
generation’ fearing deportation. 

Between 1948 and 1971, the 
Government invited thousands 
of people from Commonwealth 
countries in the Caribbean to 
relocate to Britain to address labour shortages. 

They were named the ‘Windrush generation’ after the 
ship Empire Windrush (pictured) on which the first group 
arrived. Despite being considered British citizens, many 
didn’t receive formal papers. New laws which came into 
force with the Immigration Act 2014 have led to many 
recently being refused access to public services and 
threatened with deportation. 

Hackney resident and former councillor Patrick Vernon 
launched an online petition urging the Government to stop 
deportations and offer an amnesty for those who travelled 
across as children. It received almost 180,000 signatures 
and was debated in Parliament. 

Writing to Sajid Javid, who took over the Home Office last 
month, Mayor Glanville wrote: “To see valued members 
of society being treated as second class citizens by your 
Government has left me appalled. It is entirely without 
justification and the Home Office’s cold approach to the 
enforcement of its ill-conceived ‘hostile environment’ 
immigration policies has been startlingly inhumane.” 

Mayor Glanville asked the Home Secretary, who pledged 
to review the current system, to clarify what he is doing to 
resolve the situation.

architecture, most of the 
furniture and fittings in 
Hackney Town Hall 
were specifically 
designed for this new, 
modern civic hub.

Failure, however, made 
him realise just how much 
he wanted to compete at 
the very top of his sport. So 
he picked himself up and 
began training even harder. 

“It was hard,” he says, 
“working for months 
without even knowing if it 
would come to anything.” 

Next time, however, 
he didn’t slip. In fact, 
he sailed through the 
qualifications and straight 
into a career as one of the 
top men’s platform divers 
in the country. 

Today, Noah trains 
at the London Aquatics 
Centre, a commute that is 
a huge improvement on 
his days of travelling back 
and forth to Crystal Palace: 
“It’s amazing having these 
facilities practically on our 
doorstep,” he says. “Plus, 
now I’m in sixth form 
college, they’ve arranged my 
schedule around my diving, 
so I can be there twice a day, 
for two hours each session.” 

At the Olympic pool, 
he trains alongside Tom 
Daley, which, he says, “is 
great, because watching 
him gives you a real goal 
to work towards.” 

Last month, both 
men were in Australia’s 
Gold Coast for the 
Commonwealth Games. 
When Tom was forced to 
withdraw from the men’s 
10-metre platform diving 
event for health reasons, 
Noah was added to the line¬ 
up. “I just wanted to do my 
best for everyone,” he says. 

In fact, he did far more 
than that. He finished 
fourth in the final. 

Better yet, when he and 
his dive partner Matt 
Dixon competed in the 
synchronised 10-metre 
board, they won a silver 
medal right behind Tom, 
who secured gold. 

“Yeah, it felt pretty 
good,” he says. Noah is 
diving into a bright future.

N oah williams is 
one of the youngest 
members of the 
Team England 
diving squad, counts Tom 
Daley among his closest 
acquaintances, and has 
just returned from the 
Commonwealth Games 
with a silver medal. 

The 17-year-old from 
Hoxton says: “I’ve got my 
A-levels coming up. I’m 
hoping it’ll all work out, 
but at the moment, it’s a bit 
complicated to organise.” 

Lots of teenagers find 
the challenge of rolling 
out of bed for revision a 
daunting prospect. For 
Noah, however, things are 
a little more complex. “I’m 
going to be in China for 
the Diving World Cup next 
month,” he explains.

There was only 
one problem: Crystal Palace 
is an hour’s commute from 
his home in Hoxton. As 
Noah grew older and 
his true talent emerged, 
his training schedule grew 


more demanding.

You’d better be swift to catch sight of these birds 



SWIFTS are beautiful 
migrant birds that arrive 
in Hackney in May and 
leave in August. 

During this time they 
nest in gaps in roofs and 
under eaves in older 
properties around the 
borough. However, 
with the refurbishment 
of older properties and a 
lack of nesting space in 


modern buildings, swifts 
are gradually disappearing 
from Hackney’s skies. 

A group of volunteers, 
Hackney Swifts, aim 
to reverse this trend by 
mapping and conserving 
swift nest sites, raising 
awareness of swifts and 
creating new swift nest 
sites in the borough. 

Hamish Burnett, from 


Hackney Swifts, said: 
“Swifts entertain us in 
summer with their rooftop 
aerobatics and high- 
pitched evening calls, and 
also help to get rid of biting 
insects, which they feed on. 

“They only land to 
breed, so most swifts here 
will only ever touch down 
in Hackney throughout 
their whole lives, despite 


spending more than half 
the year in central Africa.” 

Hackney Swifts is 
inviting residents to go on 
a Summer Swifts Walk. 

The walkers will meet at 
The Star pub, by Hackney 
Downs, on 21 June, 
and walk to The Royal 
Sovereign pub, in Stoke 
Newington.

Chefs in 
schools 


A NEW charity, 

supported by some 
of the country’s 
leading foodies, 
has launched in Hackney. 

Called Chefs in Schools, 
the charity is the brainchild 
of Leon co-founder and 
Hackney resident Henry 
Dimbleby. He is joined 
by Gayhurst Community 
School’s executive chef 
Nicole Pisani (pictured 
above) and executive 
headteacher of the Leap 
Federation of Schools, 
Louise Nichols. 

Their idea is simple 
but ambitious: put 100 
restaurant-trained chefs 
in 100 school kitchens 
by 2023. 

Nicole has been working 
at Gayhurst, E8, since 
2013, after Henry posted

a tweet asking whether 
anyone would be interested 
in taking over the primary 
school’s kitchen. Though 
head chef at acclaimed Soho 
restaurant Nopi at the time, 
Nicole took the job. 

She said: “The world we 
live in today is so obsessed 
with food. We have access 
to any kind of food we 
wish during any season and 
Instagram every meal - but 
in schools what we serve 
and teach our children does 
not mirror that. 

“I felt compelled to 
create a change. It’s more 
challenging than any 


restaurant kitchen I’ve 
worked in and the 
children are tougher than 
any restaurant critic I’ve 
come across!” 

The school now cooks all 
meals from scratch, setting 
out salads on the pupils’ 
tables and baking fresh 
bread daily. Nicole has also 
taken charge of the cooking 
curriculum, teaching pupils 
to butcher whole chickens 
and cook over fire pits in 
the playground. 

Her model has since 
been adopted by three 
other Hackney schools - 
Mandeville Primary, E5, 


Rushmore Primary, E5, and 
Kingsmead School, E9. The 
charity now wants to reach 
pupils across the country. 

Henry said: “Ensuring 
that every child eats well in 
school, develops a healthy 
relationship with food and 
learns to cook savoury 
dishes from scratch must be 
part of the solution. 

“What Nicole and Louise 
have done at Gayhurst is 
extraordinary, and I am 
thrilled to be able to help 
spread that experience so 
that more children can 
benefit from it.”

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The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough-wide 
elections took place in May 2018. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee Council services. 


They hold advice surgeries where residents 
can meet their local representative and ask 
them to take up issues of concern. Generally 
they can help with Council related matters, 
but if the issue is the responsibility of another 


person or organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and tell 
residents who they need to see. 

Hackney has 57 councillors representing 
areas called wards - see map below. 



Hackney’s executive Mayor Philip Glanville was directly elected by the borough in 
2018. He is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the budget and all Council 
services. The Mayor holds monthly casework surgeries in the Town Hall.

•200g peas, fresh or frozen 

• 10Og broad beans, frozen 

• 1 avocado 

• 10Og fresh green leaves (rocket, 
spinach, watercress, lettuce) 

Dressing 

• 150g yoghurt or tahini (2 tbs and 
2 tbs water) 

•Zest of half a lemon and 2 tsps 
of juice 

• 1 /2 garlic clove - finely chopped/ 
minced 

• 15 fresh mint leaves - finely chopped 

•1 tsp of honey 

•Salt and freshly ground black pepper 

Topping suggestion 

• 2 tbs of sesame seeds, pumpkin or 
sunflower seeds.

• Simmer the peas and broad beans in hot water for
